He voiced this warning in an 
interview exp laining why he had 
ask ed Congress to vest in him, 
rather than in a sep arate price 
administrator, the p ower to set 
ceilings on farm produ cts. 
The 
Senate in effect gave him that 
power in 
a 
price 
control 
bill 
passed Satu rday, desp ite a req u est 
of Pripsident 
Roo.'^eveH that all 
price Control be vested in 
a single 
administrator. 
Congressional ac­ 
tion on the legislation has not 
been completed, however. 
Emp hasizing that he did not 
wish to alarm consu mers, Wick - 
ard said they shou ld neverthe­ 
less recognize 
now 
that events 
since Pearl Harbor had greatly 
altered the food situ ation. 
Be­ 
fore Jap an stru ck , demands were 
limited 
mostly 
to 
this 
cou ntry 
and great Britain. 
Su pplies and 
produ ction 
prospects 
ap p eared 
amp le then. 
“Bu t today no one can tell,” the 
secretary said, “w hat the demands 
u pon u s may be before the w ar 
is won. 
We may be called u pon 
to fu rnish vast su pplies tn allied 
forces and peoples all over the 
world. 
We may w ant to send 
hu ge q u antities of food as well 
as 
mu nitions 
to the 
conq u ered 
peoples at the p rop er time so that 
they might help defeat the dic­ 
tators. 
Big J o b Fo r .Agriculture 
“In view of 
this 
prospect, 
I 
am 
concserned,” 
Wick ard 
said, 
“that the American people 
are 
more concerned abou t prices than 
the possibility that, in the fu tu re, 
demands might ou tstrip su pplies.” 
Agricu ltu re, 
he said, 
faces 
a 
produ ction job comp arable in size 
to that of the mu nitions mak ers. 
New food p rodu ction goals to be 
annou nced soon will su rp ass any­ 
thing ever attemp ted in this cou n­ 
try, he said. 
The responsibility 
for the su ccess or failu re of this 
p rodu ction program, he added, is 
his and his dep artment's. Conse­ 
q u ently, he said he believed all 
governmental 
controls 
affecting 
farm p rodu ction shou ld be cen­ 
tered in the agency responsible 
for produ ction. 
By 
comparison, 
it 
wou ld 
be 
illogical, he said, 
to 
place 
re ­ 
sponsibility 
for 
acq u iring 
air­ 
planes in 
one agency 
and 
the 
p ower to determine the price in 
another. 
“ Price.” the secretary said, “is 
a vital factor in all produ ction. 
Price control, if rightly u sed, can 
heip get abu ndant produ ction. 
If 
u nwisely 
u sed, it might hinder 
produ ction. 
In this 
period 
of 
emergency, we need those prices 
which will secu re the m axim u m : 
produ ction of the necessary foods 
and the minimu m of produ ction 
of the u nnecessary ones.” 
Wick ard said he believed his 
dep artm ent, 
with 
its 
technical 
k nowledge, was in a better p o­ 
sition than any other agency to 
say w hat the prices shou ld be to 
secu re the needed produ ction.

the war's most imp ortant stru g­ 
gle. 
The navy’s nu m ber one job, he 
said in a speech p rep ared for the 
annu al United States conference 
of mayors, 
is 
k eeping 
the 
sea 
lanes open between America and 
Britain to bring abou t the defeat 
of Hitler’s G erm any—“ou r great 
enemy.” 
“I wou ld not be frank with you 
if I led you to believe that you 
cou ld exp ect favorable, dramatic 
developments 
of 
triu mp hant, 
American, 
fu ll-scale 
naval 
en­ 
gagements in the Pacific in the 
near fu tu re,” Knox said. 
“The elements of distance, of 
time, and 
the necessarily wide 
distribu tion of ou r naval forces 
preclu de w hat I k now you all 
wish me to su ggest: 
Early con­ 
clu sive showdown with the J a p a ­ 
nese navy. 
Bu t you k now that by 
this f do not mean to imply that 
the Pacific fleet is idle. 
“It is not idle and you will hear 
from it again and again when and 
where carefu l strategic consider­ 
ations dictate.” 


Seek To Div ert Attentio n 
Pointing ou t that Germany, by 
bringing Jap an 
into 
the w ar 
sou ght to divert the attention of 
America 
and 
Britain 
from 
the 
Atlantic, Secretary Knox told the 
may or.s: 


“It might easily have led to 
action ou t of the excess of right- 
oou.s anger bu t the cool-headed 
leadership p rovided by ou r com­ 
mander-in-chief, 
the 
President, 
k ep t u s safe from that danger. 
Under Roosevelt, we have k ep t 
ou r heads and we will mak e ou r 
own plans in ou r own way and 
we will strik e where and when 
we are ready, not before.” 
“ We 
k now 
who 
ou r 
great 
enemy is. 
I'he enemy who, b e­ 
fore all others mu st be defeated 
first. Tt is not Jap an, it is not 
Italy. It is Hitler’s Nazis. Hitler’s 
Germany. It is Hitler we mu st de­ 
stroy. 


“That done, 
the 
whole 
axis 
fabric wUl collapse.” 
The greatest threat to Hitler’s 
plan of conq u est, Knox said, was 
the United States’ p rodu ctive ca­ 
pacity. To divert it from Britain 
and Ru ssia, Hitler made Jap an 
his “u sefu l u tensil” ju st as he did 
Italy, he added. 
“ The 
great 
highway 
between 
America 
and 
Britain 
is 
open,” 
Knox declared, despite the fact 
that Germ any has been u sing all 
its p ower to ru t it. 
“ Tlie fu ll record of the navy 
in the battle for the Atlantic can­ 
not be told,” he continu ed. “To 
do so wou ld be to give Hitler 
details of ou r su ccessfu l op era­ 
tions he wou ld gladly lose another 
Bismarck to k now.”

Jesse Jones, federal loan adm in­

000,000 p rogram for mak ing syn­ 
thetic ru bber which he st u i \vou ld 
virtu ally end the American ru b­ 
ber shortage in abou t 18 months^ 
Jones told rep orters that the 
President had au thorized him t® 
go ahead with a p lan to bu ild 
enou gh new factories to tu rn ou t 
400,000 tons of synthetic ru b b e r 
a year. He estimated the p lans 
cou ld be ready by the middle of 
19 43 and, along with other ru b­ 
ber sou rces wou ld be enou gh not 
only to fill all mhlitary, bu t 
a 
limited amou nt of civilian needs, 
inclu ding au tomobile tires. 
In the meantime, Jones said, 
there is enou gh ru bber to m eet 
all essential needs of the United 
States u ntil the new plants can 
be completed. 
Jones annou nced that he had 
arranged a pool of nearly all the 
leading ru bber, oil and chemical 
companies in the cou ntry to m ak e 
the p lan possible. These comp an­ 
ies will pool their patents, scien­ 
tific and technical processes and 
other facilities, Jones said.
